SECTION  C.  SaNITaRY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  aREa. 


1 • Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

A survey  of  sewers  was  carried  out  during  the  year  to 
assist  in  the  preparation  of  a report  on  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works,  and  also  to  provide  an  up-to-date  map  of  sewers  in  the 
Urban  Area.  The  flow  to  the  sewage  works  has  increased,  due 
to  normal  development,  and  to  the  completion  last  year  of  the 
sewerage  scheme  for  St.  Mary’s  Ward. 


Works  on  the  storm  water  overflow,  damaged  during  the 
flooding  in  1 953  have  now  been  completed. 


The  following  schemes  have  been  completed  in  St.  Mary's 
Ward : - 


(a)  Conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets, 
so  enabling  the  Night  Soil  Collection  Service 
to  be  discontinued. 


(b)  The  adaption  of  systems  of  drainage,  previously 
connected  to  cesspools,  to  the  general  sewerage 
system. 


2 • House  Refuse. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  additional  collections  varying  from 
twice  weekly  to  daily  being  made  during  the  summer  months 
from  all  caterin^  establishments,  hotels,  sea  front  kiosks 
and  cafes. 


The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  at  Redgate  Hill 
Quarry  Tip  during  the  summer  months  and  South  Beach  Tip  during 
the  winter  months. 


A fire  which  it  w as  found  impossible  to  extinguish,  due 
to  the  lapse  of  time  before  it  was  discovered,  occurred  at 
Redgate  Hill  Quarry  Tip  in  September.  Although  some  nuisance 
was  caused  by  the  fire,  tipping  capacity  has  increased  as  a 
result  of  it  and  the  situation  in  the  district  in  this  respect 
has  been  eased  for  the  time  being. 

Both  refuse  tips  were  sprayed  at  intervals  with 
insecticide  liquid  to  control  the  breedings  of  flies  and  other 
insects . 

3.  Water  Supply. 

The  total  amount  of  water  pumped  during  1 955  was 
"105,594,000  gallons,  compared  with  97,370,000  gallons  in 
1954.  The  amount  pumped  per  month  varied  from  a peak  of 
1 2,704*000  gallons  in  August,  compared  with  11  ,278,000  in 
August  1954,  to  a minimum  of  6,826,000  gallons  in  January 
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compared  with  6,304,000  gallons  in  March  1954. 

Although  drought  conditions  caused  anxiety  regarding 
water  supplies  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  no  shortage 
of  water  was  experienced  in  the  Urban  District. 

Twenty-three  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  during  the  year.  All  supplies 
taken  after  chlorination  were  satisfactory.

4.  Public  Conveniences. 


There  are  six  blocks  of  public  conveniences  in  the  Urban 
District  controlled  by  the  Council.  Of  these  3 blocks  were 
open  all  the  year  round  and  3 for  the  summer  months  only. 

Pull  time  attendants  were  employed  at  3 blocks  of  con- 
veniences during  the  summer  months  and  were  maintained 
in  a clean  and  satisfactory  manner.  At  the  remaining  3 
blocks  of  conveniences , cleaned  part-time  by  Council 
Employees,  conditions  were  not  alv/ays  entirely  satisfactory, 
due  to  the  heavy  use  and  sometimes  to  the  manner  in  which  they 
we re  being  used  by  the  general  public.  More  frequent  visits 
by  the  part  time  attendants  is  necessary  at  these  conveniences 
to  ensure  a high  standard  of  cleanliness. 

5 • Camping  Grounds. 

There  are  seven  camping  grounds  within  the  Urban  District 
being  licensed  for  a total  of  608  moveable  dwellings.  The 

sites  vary  in  size  from  16  to  360  moveable  dwellings. 

Numerous  inspections  of  these  sites  we re  carried  out  during 
the  year,  and  the  attention  of  the  site  owners  drawn  to  any 
matters  requiring  attention.  In  all  cases  these  matters  were 
attended  to  without  the  necessity  of  formal  action  being  taken. 

6 . Rodent  Control . 

The  Council’s  Rodent  Operator  carried  out  108  control 
treatments  at  premises  during  the  year.  Control  measures 
were  taken  at  frequent  intervals  on  the  refuse  tips  and  sewer 
maintenance  control  treatments  were  carried  out  in  May  and 
November.
